- LONDON, May 12.—With shouts of 
joy, deep-drawn sighs of relief ana 
tears of thanksgiving, the bulk of 
Great Britain's population heard the 
report at midday. tedey that the great 
general strike Was over. . 

The news spread with astonishing 
rapidity. It leaped. from group to 
group on the streets. It was flashed 
over telephone wires. It was flaunted 
in big black type on placards borne 
by howling newsboys. It Was dupli- 
cated in the headlines of newspapers 
run off the presses in special editions 
at mad speed, just as soon as it came 
from the Prime Minister’s house : in 
Downing Street. It was broadcast by 
radio. 

“The strike is over!’’ fell upon thou- 
gands of ears with the same effect as 
the news of reprieve upon prisoners 
awaiting execution. 

Sinee midday this day has been one 
of such thanksgiving in Britain that 
sighs and growls of disappointment 
among those. who wished to see the 
strike endure until its final triumph 
are downed in the huge chorus of de- 
lighted relief. 

Coal Strike Still Remains. 


Though thé general strike is over it 
must not be forgotten that the miners’ 
strike, which. precipitated the greater 
conflict, is still on. Britain tonight is 
aimply back where it was twelve days 
ago when the termination of the coal 
subsidy and the breakdown of the ne- 
gotiations between the Government, 
the mine owners and the miners 
ushered in the general strike. “Em- 
peror’” Cook, Secretary of the Miners’ 
Federation, today made it quite plain 
that the miners have not surrendered. 

Following a conference today the 
Executives of the Miners’ Federation 
adjourned until 10 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. Meanwhile Mr. Cook stated: 

“In fegard to the Trades Union 
Council’s decision to end the official 
general strike, that was decided with- 
out consulting the Miners’ Federation, 
and we were no party to it in any 
shape or form. As far as the future 
is concerned we shall give a full report 
of all that has taken place, to our 
conference, and the delegates them- 
selves will decide what action they 
will take. They will-make a decision 
at that €onference or refer the matter

BERLIN, May 12.—Chancellor Luther 
this evenihg handed the resignations 
of his entire, Cabinet to President 
Hindenburg. He went down in defeat 
in the Reichstag this afternoon as a 
result of the Nationalists’ withdrawal 
of their support on the flag issue 
virtually promised him. 

The defeat of the Luther Cabinet by 
the Nationalist action coincides with 
fresh revelations of the ‘Nationalist 
program of a monarchist: plot for the 
peaceful capture of the Government, 
the forced resignation of «President 
Hindenburg and the setting up of a 
Fascist dictatorship, unearthed by the 
police of Berlin in a series of. raids 
last night and today on the homes 
and offices of monarchistic and in- 
dustrial leaders.

PRAGUE, May .12 (4).—The military 
revolt headed by Marshal Pisudski, 
veteran Polish independence fighter, 
began last night when an armed band 
attacked the Marshal’s house in Sule- 
jovik, in the outskirts of Warsaw, says 
a News Agency ‘dispatch from Cracow. 

A regiment of soldiers was called out 
and dispersed the assailants. 

When a new. attack was made the 
news reached Rembertov, where troops 
devoted to Marshal Pilsudski revolted 
against the Government. ° 

With General Pilsudski as their 
leader the soldiers began a march on 
Warsaw this afternoon. 

Pilsudski’s troops are said to be not 
numerous and to consist * of two 
battalions of infantry and one squad- 
ron of cavalry. 

They are reported to have reached 
Pragua, a suburb of Warsaw, this eve- 
ning. ‘The road into the Polish capital 
proper was barred to them by: loyal 
troops, who are holding all bridges re- 
inforced by artillery, machine guns and 
armored cars.

by the fact that the Norge has not been heard from since soon 
after leaving the North Pole and expects the next communi- 
cation from her to come from this side of the world as planned. 

The last message from the. Norge was in reality a continua- ⸗ 
tion of the dispatch announcing her arrival at the North Pole— 
the first message ever sent from that desolate spot. 

It was 153 days after Admiral] Peary had discovered the 
North Pole before his story reached THE NEw YorK TIMEs. 
The Norge’s announcement that she had reached the Pole 
arrived in THE TIMES office exactly seven hours after the - 
event, and just in time to be printed in late editions.

RADIO CONDITIONS 
BAD IN THE ARCTIC 


This Would Explain ‘Norge’s 
Silence, Says Stefansson, 
’ Who Has No Fears. 





SLEET AS THE ONLY DANGER 





Chances of a Head Wind That 
Would Stop the Dirigible Are 
Figured as Very Slight.

“The United States Revenue Cutter

‘etn any case, Amundsen is scarcely

Low Temperature Not Excessive. 


“The last temperature mentioned in 
any of the dispatches is 12: below zero

cold for January in Chicago. 

“I am of the opinion that the jour- 
ney would have been safer, though 
perhaps not pleasanter, if made in 
Winter, because fogs would have been 
fewer and the danger of damp snow 
less. A really cold fog, by the way, 
could have the same effect on the en- 
velope that wet snow would have. It 
could accumulate till it weighed the

“On the basis. ot observations of two 
years on the De Long expedition, three 
years on. the Nansen-expedition, four 
years on my last expedition and obser- 
vations by Admiral Peary when he 
was more than 100 miles from land, it 
is known that winds above forty miles 
an hour do not occur more than two 
or three times a year, and winds of 
fifty miles an hour would not occur 
more than once in two years.

“In any case I would think it more 
likefy that Amundsen would head 
‘straight for Nome, since I can see no 
special reason for his going to Barrow.

KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, May 12.— 
Commander Byrd today in response to 
@ request from local authorities decided 
to send the Josephine Ford tomorrow 
to attempt to locate and give assis- 
tance to three trappers believed to be 
Marooned on the bleak coast of Fore- 
land Sound, forty miles over glaciers 
from Kings Bay. Floyd Bennett, with 
Dr. O’Brien and other members of the 
Byrd expedition, will start out with 
provisions and medical supplies which 
can be dropped, and if necessary a 
landing will be attempted. 

One of the trappers wintered at 
Foreland Sound, where he had.a long 
line of traps extending from Miller 
miles . northward. 
When he failed to return to Kings Bay 
at an appointed time another trapper 
went out to find him but reported he 
found no traces of his comrade at the 
NMorthernmost hut. He started out 
again with a companion several weeks 
ago, intending to return immediately, 
but nothing has been héard from any 
of the trappers. It is believed here 
that the first man fell ill and that the 
others were obliged to remain to as- 
sist him. 

A whaler which arrived here the 
other day reported still another trap- 
90 lost somewhere in the mountains 

etween here and Magdalena Bay. A 
man of twenty-four who believed he 
could make Kings Bay faster afoot 
than by boat started from Magdalena 
& month ago, carrying about sixty 
pounds of provisions on his back. His 
companions aboard the whaler were 
surprised on their arrival to learn that 
nothing had been heard of-him here. 

Such. mishaps are extremely rare in 
Spitzbergen, where the trappers nor- 
mally keep a regular schedule, meet- 
ing the boats at Kings Bay for Nor- 
wegian ports late in April and early 
in May.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Secretary 
Wilbur expressed the opinion today 
that the conquest of the North Pole 
by airplane an ddirigible might open 
a new means of comercial travel in the 
future as the trans-polar route short- 
ens distances considerably. He ex- 
pressed doubt, however, that this could 
be accomplished for’ some time yet 
until aircraft and engines were devel- 
oped to a greatr degree of reliability.

He 
felt that the construction of the huge 
American dirigible might not. be adapt- 
ed for such a trip. .

Swift News Transmission Contrasted 
With Belated Announcemtn of 
Peary’s Discovery. 





By The Associated Press. 

For the first time in journalistic his- 
tory, the date line ‘‘North Pole’ was 
legitimately used yesterday on a news 
item. It was a wireless story of the 
flight of the Norge received by THE 
NEw Yor TIMES as a part of the ser- 
vice describing the flight of that 
dirigible from Spitzbergen to Nome. 

The dirigible was in instantaneous 
communication with the world as it 
crossed the Pole, whereas it required 
months for Admiral Robert E. Peary 
to inform the world in 1909: that he 
had ‘discovered the Pole. 

The first message from the Norge 
was sent from over the spot where, 
on April 6, 1909, Peary sat and wrote 


in his diary: 

“The Pole at last! The prize of 
three centuries! My dream and goal 
for twenty years! Mine at last! I 
cannot bring myself to realize it. It 
seems all so simple and common- 
place.” 

Peary left the next day. It took him 
until April 23 to reach his base at 
Cape Columbia. His ship, the Roose- 
velt, was locked in the ice. Other 
weeks of weary waiting were gone 
through before the ice broke and the 
little ship was able to creep laborious- 
ly down to Indian Harbor, Labrador, 
where at a telegraph station Peary 
filed his message to the outside world: 
“Stars and Stripes nailed to the North 
Pole. Peary.”’ 

THE NEw YORK TIMES Message was 
picked up af a wireless station on the 
northern coast of Norway, relayed to 
Oslo by wire and there refiled and sent 
by wire to Stavanger and thence * 
wireless to New York.

LONDON, May 12.—Now that the 
general strike is over and once more 
the modern civilized world owes a debt 
to Great Britain for the preservation 
of its institutions, if there is one les- 
son to be drawn from the struggle 
which came to an end today; it is that 
organized labor cannot force its will 
upon a people calmly determined to 
fight to a finish against What it re- 
— as an infringement of its basic 

ghts. 

For, let there be no mistake about 
it, British labor called off its fight to- 
day because it saw it was licked by 
the British public. For this has not 
been a fight by labor against its em- 
ployers, or against the Government— 
it is conceivable that it might have 
defeated either, or both—but what it 
could ‘not defeat was British public 
opinion, which from the first day 
made up its mind it did not wish a 
general strike to win. From the mo- 
ment of that decision the Trades Union 
Council was defeated. 

This great demonstration of the force 
ot public opinion is even more remark- 
able when it is remembered that a 
large part, perhaps a majority, of Brit- 
ish opinion, was sympathetic to the 
miners’ case. One cannot talk with 
five ‘Londoners without finding two, 
and perhaps three, who think the 
miners have a case deserving the ut- 
most consideration. But when it be- 
came-’a question of other unions strik- 
ing to force the Government’s hand, 
to force the public to agree to some- 
thing whether it wanted to or not, the 
British saw the matter in a different 
light and bucked the strike hard. 

Now that the whole dispute has got- 
ten back to the proportion of the fight 
between the miners and the mine own- 
ers, public opinion will calmly await 
the outcome. 


Orderliness Was Marked. 


There are features of the strike 
which are a tribute to the British pub- 
lic. First and foremost one must men- 


tion the orderliness of the whole busi- 
ness, and credit goes to both sides. If 
it is true that the Government did ex- 
cellently in maintaining order, it is 
also true that the strikers themselves 
behaved extremely well. Néver at any 
time did it become necessary for 
troops to fire a single shot, never did 
it become necessary for policemen to 
carry revolvers. What disturbances 
took place were almost invariably to 
be charged to hoodlums who did not at 
all represent the spirit of the striking 
workmen. It .was, all in all, an ex- 
traordinarily well-behaved affair and 
credit for that belongs to all elements 
involved. F 

Again attention must be called to the 
complete absence of the Red element 
in the strike. In the first days there 
were dire predictions from all corners 
of the earth that the hand of Moscow 
would quickly appear. But it never 
app . because it was not there. It 
is true that there certainly were strike 
leaders who, like A. J. Cook, are Com- 
munist, but they were such a minority 
and so snow under in the general 
sentiment of‘ the workers that th 
were forced to refuse the money of- 
fered from Moscow on two. occasions. 
No history of the genera] strike can 
be written without emphasizing that it 
showed that British organized labor is 
not in the hands of the Communists;

One Benefit to the Nation. 


While the cost to Britain of the 
strike will mount into millions of 
pounds aterling, the experience must 
not be set down as a total] loss. Far 
from it. Britain has been facing for 
two years a great deflation 2 
ment. She has been facing a problem 
she must solve, a problem caused b 
competition against her in many fields 
by nations which have lower cost pro- 
duction, a problem which has produced 
and has maintained that very tough 
question of British unemployed and a 
burden on British industry of millions 
and millions of pounds paid out in 
doles..

There may be 
laws in this country different from 
laws in that and there may be partic- 
ular circumstances in one country 
which would make the determination 
of the issue different from its settie- 
ment in other countries, but neverthe- 
less there is bound to be the deepest. 
interest in the effort which will be 
| made here, for in its essentials it must 
interest every country where labor is 


organized. : 

Britain is a country of fair play. 
‘There is no widespread feeling in 
Great Britain against organized labor., 
The contrary is probably true. It is 
probably a case of a just labor cause 
being assured a fairer public considera- 
tion in Britain than in any other coun- 
try in the world. But what public 
opnion here wants is that while every 
union shall have a perfectly fair 
chance to do its very utmost to obtain 
what it seeks in its pafticular field it 
shall be understood that there can be 
no uneconomical and semi-political ef- 
forts on the part of organized labor to 
browbeat the whole community to ob- 
tain imaginary benefits which British 
common sense knows cannot be main- 
tained unless baséd on solid ground. 

In other words Britain is against 
sympathetic and general strikes by 
which labor which has no cause for 
complaint allies itself in strikes to 
support a particular class of: labor 
which has a grievance. 


Legality Will Be Tested. 


Now, how is this end to be achieved? 
In France, there exists a law against 
conspiracy, or. eommon action threat- 
ening the security of the State; and 
on that basis steps may be.taken, and, 
indeed, have been taken, against the 
weapon of a general‘strike. But that 
is contrary ‘to. British character. It 
looks to the British like a squeeze 
play. What they will seek is to curb 
the danger of a general strike by laws 
which apply to all classes of the com- 
munity, capitalist as well as labor. 

The system of contracts between the 
unions and the’ employers opens the 
way for this movement. There is the 
general Trades tes act, which 
provides that in the event of differ- 
ences between employer and employes 
which‘cannot otherwise be settled the 
union may resort to a strike without 
being Hable to the charge of having 
proken its contract with the employers. 
But it is held that nothing in that act 
permits unions which have no griev- 
ance to go on strike.

LONDON, May 12.—The reappear- 
ance of. three London evening news- 
papers today coincided with the an- 
nouncement this afternoon that the 
strike which had temporarily sus- 
pended their publication had itself 
terminated. 

Tha Evening Standard and The give- 
ning News had, it is true, made spas- 
modic appearances in the last five 
days of the strike in bulletin form, 
but The Star made no attempt to 
publish ‘at all until today. 

All the morning papers will publish 
tomorrow but by no means in their 
pre-strike form. A midnight meeting 
of the Newspaper Proprietors’ Asso- 
ciation held tonight to discuss the 
terms and conditions on which their 
employes will be taken back to work, 
and all. printers’ chapéls, will meet 
tomorrow. 

In the interim the papers are com- 
ing out in very much the same limited 
fashion of the last. seven days. 

Although no announcement was 
made of the conditions on which their 
employes are to be allowed to return 
to work, it was widely reported to- 
night that the proprietors will demand 
guarantees which will safeguard them 
against any recurrence of the situa- 
tion which has obtained since Tues- 
day week. 

“Natsopas,’’.as the combination of 
newspaper unions is called, has given 
a great deal of trouble in the last 
decade. ~It has been largely a case of 
the tail wagging the dog, the most of 
the trouble having been with the unions 
representing comparatively .unskilled 
labor, such as the packers. A strike 
was imminent last year on this ac- 
count. 

The proprietors are now understood 
to be determined to end this situation 
once and for all.

PARIS, May 12.—What did Jesus 
look like, and what manner of man 
was he? 

On the agenda ‘tor the next meeting 
of the French Academy Des Belles 
Lettres, there appears the item, ‘‘The 
Russian Josephus, Dr. Robert LHisler.’’ 
It looks like dry matter for the 
savants. On a blackboard in the meet- 
ing room of this department of the 
French Institute, Dr. Eisler has ‘al- 
ready prepared in fragments from five 
languages—Russian, Hebrew, Greek, 
Arabian and Latin—a curious medley of 
comparative texts. It all looks to the 
layman like a crossword ro in the 
making. ° 

On Friday or possibly on a later day, 
for these scholars who study Josephus 
and.such matters as the origins of 
Christianity are never pressed for 
time, Dr. Eisler will: explain to them 
just, what his writings mean. For 

many months he has been at work 
comparing the Russian text of Jo- 


collating them with other manu- 
scripts and fragments which have 
come down to us, trying to get the 
truth from among the mass of over-

But‘even Josephus is fair to 
Him in stressing that ‘tHe who was 
crucified by the Romans because He 
wag ‘King of the Jews’ wasn’t him- 
self the instigator of any attempted in- 
surrection against the authority of the 
leaders, but was urged to enter the 
city and rule over us.” 

“It is no flattering portrait,” was Dr. 
Hisler’s comment, but to long explana- 
tions of how the amendments and 
alterations were made in the Greek 
jtext of Josephus, he added: ‘Yet, 
dosen’t it somewhat éxplain the Bible 
story of the transfiguration? To His 
disciples, this man also, so unflatter- 
ingly described by his opponent, mi, * 
easily in those great moments of 
life, as in the descent from the aunt 
appear transfigured, animated and 
beautiful.” 

From the vast store of new matter 
for the scholars’ discussion, which a 
careful explanation of the Russian 
text has provided, this portrait of 
Jesus is only one of many astonishing 
revelations. In passages not contained 
in the Greek versions there are indi- 
éations of how and why the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus became not only a mat- 
ter of ®eligious faith among His fol- 
lowers, but of political significance, In

ISLAM IN: WORLD CONGRESS. 


Meeting at Cairo Today Will Discuss 
— Future of Caliphate. 

CAIRO, May 12 (#).—The first Cal- 
iphate congress, a Mohammedan world 
gathering to discuss the future of-the 
Caliphate and other problems agitat- 
ing the millions of Islam who look to 
the Koran for religious guidance, will 
open. here tomorrow. The Grand ‘Sheik 
of Azbar will preside. 

Among the matters to be discussed 
are a definition of the Caliphate for 
Islam, the possibility of establishing 
a Caliphate embodying al] the condi- 
tions of the Koranic law, and ir it is 
impossible to establisn a Caliphate, 
then what should be done. 

For centuries the title of Caliph, suc- 
cessor of Mohammed, was borne by 
the Sultans of Turkey, but in 1924 the 
Government at Angora separated 
Church and State, and stripped the 
Ottoman occupant of his power. Since 
then the world’s 219,000,000 Moham- 
medans have been asking: ‘‘Who is 
Caliph?" 

The answer of Islam is. divided. Mil- 
lions still recognize Abdul Mejid, whom 
the Nationalist Turks first substituted 





for the Sultan-Caliph and then »an- 
ished. Then there are the Sultan of 
Morocco and King Fuad of Egypt.

STARTS FAST SERVICE 


“Carrier Pigeons” Bring Dallas 
Within 12 Hours of Chicago. 
Cuttins Off 34 to New York. 


CHICAGO, May 12 (.—Speeding at 
100 miles an hour, ‘‘carzier pigeons,’’ 
the new flying air mail trucks of the 
National Air Transport, Inc.,; today be- 
gan air mail service between Dallas 
and Chicago, bringing the cities within 
twelve hours of each. other by. mail. 

The new service also knocks about 
thirty-four: hours off the rail mails 
schedule between Dallas and New 
York, as connections were made with 


the East and West night air mail at 
Chicago. 

So heavy was the first day traffic 
that two planes instead of the one 
scheduled were necessary to carry both 
north and south bound mail over the 
route which put Dallas, Fort Worth, 
Oklahoma City, Wichita, Kansas City, 
St. Joseph, Moline and points adjacent 
within overnight postal communica- 
tion with the East. 

The first southbound plane, bearing 
169 pounds of mail, left the municipal 
air field here at 6:05 A. M. The sec- 
ond, bearing 276% pounds, of which 
more than half was from New York, 
took off at 6:54°A. M. 

At Moline, the first stop, the first 
plane arrived. at 7:30 and the second 
at 8:15, te be greeted by 1,000 persons 
and 10,000 letters. The southbound 
planes, traveling ahead of schedule, 
reached St: Joseph soon after 10 
o’clock and from there made Kansas 
City at 10:55 and 11:16, where these 

lanes completed their part of the 
ourney, and after welcoming ceremo- 
nies turned their cargo over to two 
other southbound planes, which ‘left a 
few minutes later. 

The first southbound plane to take 
off reached Oklahoma City soon after 
3 P. M. and hopped off ten minutes 
later-for points.in Texas and the end 
of its maiden trip. 

The northbound planes were delayed 
forty-five minutes at Dallas because 
of. the inauguration ceremonies, and 
bucked headwinds all the way to Kan- 
sas City, reaching Wichita an hour 
behind: schedule and arriying at the 
Kansas, City field also an hour late.

Ten are maintained by the 
Nationa] Air Transport, each costing 
$20,000, weighing 3,500 pounds, equipped 
with. a 400-horsepower Liberty engine, 
standing 12 feet high, nearly 42 feet 
wide and 28 feet long.

3 Governor Listens as Physicians 
‘ , and Drugiess Practitioners 
Assails Each Other. 


ASKS POINTED QUESTIONS 


Executive Indicates That He. Will 
Approve Measure Aimed to «4 
Rid State of Quacks.

ALBANY, May 12.—After a public 
hearing before Governor Smith this 
evening, on the Webb-Loomia Dill 
amending the Medical Practice act, it 
was pretty Clearly indicated that the 
Governor would give prompt approval 
to this measure, which is designed to 
@rive some 2,500 quacks out of the 
practice of medicine in this State. 

Strenuous opposition to the bill was 
@dvanced on behalf of the New York 
Btate Society of Chiropractors, who 
contended that approval of the meas- 
ure would have the effect of driving 
them out of business. Governor Smith, 
however, expressed his conviction that 
the status of the chiropractors would 
not’ be affected by any new matter 
that the Webb-Loomis bill. would add 
to the present medical practice. tode. 

Dr. Matthias Nicoll Jr., State Health 
Commissioner; Dr. Louis I. Harris, 
New York City Commissioner of 
Health; Homer Folks, Secretary of the 
State Charities Aid Association, and 
the heads of the State and many 
county medical associations were 
among a large number of speakers 
urging the Governor to approve the 
bill. 


Vanderzee Opens for Opposition. 


The hearing brought to the Capitol 
a host of drugless practitioners, in- 
cluding chiropractors and practitioners 
of other healing cults, both men and 
women, from all parts of the State af- 
fected by the bill. The executive cham- 
ber was crowded to the doors when 
the Governor appeared. 

The Webb-Loomis bill amending the 
Medical Practice act was taken up at 
the beginning of the hearing. The op- 
position was heard first. The presen- 
tation of arguments against the meas- 
ure was opened by Newton B. Vander- 
zee, former Surrogate of Albany 
County, representing the New York 
State Chiropractic Society. 

Mr. Vanderzee, who was overcome 
and suffered a fainting spell while 
making his fight on the bill, declared 
that it would exclude ffom practice in 
this State the chiropractors who were 
treating annually with beneficial ef- 
fect about 1,000,000 patients. He said 
the measure had been inspired by a 
desire on the part of the medical men 
to exterminate the chiropractors. 

Governor Smith interrupted Mr. Van- 
derzee. He said he had received from 
5,000 to 6,000 letters in opposition to 
the bill, the letters declaring that his 
approval of it would put the chiro- 
practors in the State out of business. 

“They all purported to come from 
persons who had failed to gain relief 
from regular treatment and had been 
benefited by chiropractic treatment, 
but the language of all is so much 
alike that I can reach no other con- 
clusion than that they have been in- 
spired by the same source—presuma- 
bly the chiropractors themselves,” the 
Governor said. 

“T have read this bill through and 
through and I fail to discover any new 
matter it adds to the law which possi- 
bly could have the effect of putting 
the chiropractors out of business.” 

It was at this point that Mr. Van- 
derzee suffered the fainting spell. He 
‘was taken into the Governor’s private 
room, where he was placed on a lounge 

>and soon recovered. 


Volk Charges Medical Monopoly. 


Opposition to the bill also was of- 
fered on behalf of the Medical Alliance 
of New York City, Inc., and the East 


Side Clinical Society, each claiming a 
membership of 300 physicians. Then 
Lester T. Volk, former member of Con- 
gress from Brooklyn, who is a lawyer

HAS NEW CANCER THEORY. 


German Says Oxygen Fosters Trans- 
planted Growth In Rats. 


BERLIN, May 12 (#.—That the 
growth of cancer is fostered by oxy- 
gen is the belief advanced by Pro- 
fessor Otto Warburg, head of the Kai- 
ser Wilhelm Biological Institute here. 

A sensation has been created among 
scientists by an article written by Pro- 


fessor Warburg, in which he describes 
how cancerous growth transplanted in 
rats withered and died within forty- 
eight hours when the oxygen inside’ 
the glass cage confining the rodents, 
was reduced to the minimum atmos- 
pheric ratio capable of sustaining life. 





rats refused food, but they immedi- 
ately regained their normal vitality 
when the oxygen supply was in- 
creased. 

Professor Warburg says he is not yet 
ready to believe that this treatment is 
applicable to human beings, but other 
scientists regard his experiments as 
an advancement toward the cure of 
cancer.

RAIN BADLY NEEDED 
"ON ATLANTIC COAST 


In Many ‘Parts of the Country 
‘Conditions Are Favorable 
for the Crops. 


The weekly wea: ther report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture issued at 
Washington yesterday in part follows: 

“Temperatures averaged. nearly nor- 
mal throughout the cotton’ belt and 
rainfall was moderate to rather heavy 
in all except the more eastern and 
northern districts, Rain’ is badly 
needed in the Atlantic Coast States, 
and dry weather is needed. from: the 
lower Mississippi Valley westward. In 
North Carolina planting made rather 
slow progress, and it is too dry for 
germination, with much replanting 
necessary unless drought is relieved 
soon, Germination was poor in South 
Carolina. > 

“In the East Gulf States, including 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi, 
conditions were favorable for field 
work and planting has been largely 
accomplished. Considerable improve- 
ment in cotton was noted in Southern 
Georgia. Chopping has been completed 
and condition of the crop is fair. 

“In Louisiana progress was poor be- 
cause of too much moisture, although 
somewhat better in the northern part 
of the State, while excellent advance 
in planting was reported from Ar- 
kansas, with this work nearly com- 
pleted in many parts. Early planted : 
cotton in the latter State has generally 
poor. to only fair stand, because of 
cold weather, but stands of the late 
planted are generally very good. In 
Oklahoma considerable replanting is 
necessary in the southern part of the 
State because of cold, wet soil, -but 
otherwise conditions are fair to good, 
with mostly good progress in planting. 

“In extreme Southern Texas cotton 
continued in very good condition, but 
insects are damaging, and elsewhere 
condition and stands are mostly poor 
and planting backward, altho the 
warmer nights were more favorable for 
germination and growth. 

“In the interior States the weather 
was generally favorable for planting 
corn, and this work made good prog- 
ress from the Mississippi Valley west- 
ward. In the Great Plains area in- 
creasing moisture was very favorable, | 
but in Iowa it is still too dry for germi- 
nation, although planting progressed 
rapidly during the week, and-is well 
along in the southeastern~portion of 
the State; in the extreme southern 
plains, particularly in Southern Okla- 
homa, early corn needs cultivation.

Vote Down Resolution to Open 
the Question in Diocesan 
Convention. 


“BISHOP MANNING QUERIED 


~ Asked ‘to Explain Talk, Admits 
Right of Opponents to Work 
for, Repeal. 


. Bishop William T. Manning, in the 
¢losing hours of the 1434 convention of 
the Episcopal Diocese of New .York 
yesterday, conceded, in reply to a 
question, the right of opponents of the 
prohibition law to work for its repeal 
and modification. An attempt to open 
the prohibition question for debate was 
frustrated when the motion to evoke 
discussion was tabled. 

The’ Rev. Philip W. Fauntleroy of 
Lake Mahopac, N. Y., requested Bishop 
Manning for further elucidation of his 
address of Tuesday in which the Bishop 
spoke of St. Paul making a voluntary 
sacrifice of eating meat ‘‘if he there- 
by caused his brother to stumble.”’ 

‘the Rev. Mr. Fauntelroy said, the 
Bishop’s loyal followers were in a di- 
lemma, adding: ‘‘How can we make a 
similar sacrifice of our liberty in the 
matter of drink when the prohibition 
law, by depriving us of all our liberty 
in the matter, renders it impossible for 
us to do so?” 


Wants a Point Clarified. 


Pointing out that Bishop Manning 
had stressed obedience to law in his 
addresses on prohibition, but that his 
usual reference to the right of those 
who disapproved of the law to work 
for its repeal in legitimate ways was 
omitted from his Tuesday address, the 
Rev. Mr. Fauntleroy asked Bishop 
Manning whether he still conceded the 
right of opposition to the prohibition 
law ‘‘as perfectly consistent with lov- 
ing loyalty to you as oun Bighop and 
Father in God—and we to have 
this doubt cleared up.”’ ; 

“T am of the gpinion it does so leave 
the matter,”’ replied Bishop Manning 
and his remark was interpreted as con- 
ceding the right of opponents of the 
dry laws to combat them in legitimate 
ways. 

The attempt to open debate on pro- 
hibition was made by John Brooks 
Leavitt, lay delegate from St. Marks- 
in-the Bouwerie, who offered the fol- 
lowing resolution: ‘‘Resolved that this 
convention is of the opinion that when 
St. Paul’s notable deliverance that he 
‘would eat no meat if he thereby caused 
his brother to stumble be cited, it 
should not be forgotten that he added 
the injunction that his brother had no 
right to demand that he should eat no 
meat, and that this necessarily in- 
cludes ‘the denial of any right in a 
body of brothers to pass a law that 
St. Paul should eat no-meat.” 

The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Miscellaneous Business. 
The committee reported that the prob- 
lem was one of exegesis and sug-

anning for as much careful study as 
he could give to it. 

The committee’s explanation evoked 
laughter and Mr. Leavitt protested 
against his resolution being turned into 
a joke.

PREHISTORIC BONES 
ARE FOUND UPSTATE 


Relics. of People Antedating the 
Iroquois Found by New York 
Explorer at Cayuga Lake. 





UNION SPRINGS, N. Y., May 12 (7). 
—Tidings of a prehistoric race, cen- 
turies buried, have come from the 
shores of Cayuga Lake. Deep down 
among the age-old deposits of earth on 
Frontenac Island have been found the 
crushed and crumbling skeletons and 
other remnants of American aborigines 
who fished Cayuga’s waters long be- 
fore the red man. / 

Donald A. Cadzow, .ethnologist and 
archaeologist of the Museum of the 
American Indian, Heye Foundation, 
New York City, who made the find 
some time ago, plans to return to the 
island to continjie his explorations. 

Experts have characterized the dis- 
coveries as among the most valuable 
ever made in America, believing that 
they may reveal life in the first period 
of Algonquin Indian occupation, or be- 
fore. Pending Mr. Cadzow’s return the 
people of Union Springs are guarding 
the island, and no one is allowed on the 
grounds. 

Mr. Cadzow says the bottles are those 
of Algonquins of the first of the four 
periods of their occupancy of America, 
and experts think they may have been 
buried 1,500 years. 

“They are the bones of men who 
roamed the lake country centuries be- 
fore the coming of the Iroquois,” as- 
serts Mr. Cadzow. “They represent 
a type too primitive to know the sim- 
plest form of pottery making. Crude 
were their implements, clumsy their 
arrow points, rude their tools. In this 
archaic period they did not know how 
to make and use a pipe. The remains 
more nearly resemble those of the 


‘earliest Eskimo than any I have ever 


seen.”’ 

Much of Frontenac Island apparently 
is solid rock. Upon the 200 square feet 
above water the explorer found the 
burial ground, and that he believes may 
be the site of a village. Here the 
stone basé of the island is buried two 
and a half: feet in earth which the ex- 
plorer thinks is purely Algonquin de- 
posit and made of ashes, refuse and 
accumulations of the ages. The first 
foot of soil gave.up pottery and other 
relics of the later and more advanced 
Algonquin peoples, and as greater 
depths were reached still stranger 
relics were disclosed. 

On the bottom, crushed against the 
island’s stone foundation, were found 
fourteen skeletons. They were shat- 
tered and ravaged by age, but it was 
possible to piece them together, al- 
though days were required in lifting 
out and assembling the crumbling hu- 
man bones. The explorer believes the 
position of the skeletons alone proved 
their age, for all were lying prone upon 
the bedrock in direct variance with the 
burial customs of the later Algonquins 
and the Iroquois. 

Bannerstones of ‘white limestone, be- 
lieved to be the first to be found in an 
Indian burial ground in the Middle At- 
lantic States or Southern Ontario, were 
disclosed beside one skeleton. A bone 
object, apparently representing a deer 
head, also was found, and near it three 
large beaver incisors, a small notched 
flint arrow point, three antler flakers, 
two bone arrow points and the bones 
of a swan. In the right hand of one 
skeleton was found a small bone spoon 
and near it three small beaver teeth, 
an imperfect barbed harpoon point 
and an antler flaker. 

All the skeletons were taken to the 
New York City museum for further 
examination.

SMITH VETOES BILL 
ON INSANITY PLEA

ALBANY, May 12.—Governor Smith 
today vetoed a bill sponsored by the 
Baumes Crime Committee which would 
have provided that when a person 
charged with murder intends to plead 
insanity as his defense, he must do so 
at the time of his arraignment. The 
measure also would have required the 
court, under a plea of insanity, to im- 
mediately send the person to Mattea- 
wan State Hospital for observation. 

The bill was strongly opposed by the 
Judges of the General Sessions Court 
of New York City. In vetoing the bill, 
the Governor said that it was a ‘‘very 
radical’’ departure from the long-estab- 
lished law of thi State and that the 
main object was for the accommoda- 
tion of prosecuting officers, The Gov- 
ernor said he believed that the subject 
should be submitted to the’ new crime 
commission which was created under a 
bill he signed a few weeks ago.

PSYCHIATRIST DEFENDS 
THE YOUTH OF TODAY 


Dr. A. H. Raggles of Yale Finds 
It No Worse—Anaual Charity 
Conference Held. 


Speaking- last night at a dinner in 
the Hotel Pennsylvania in connection 
with the seventeenth annual New 
York City Conference of Charities and 
Correction, Dr. Arthur H. Ruggles, 
psychiatrist at Yale University, de- 
fended the youth of today as no worse 
than that of any. other generation. 

Dr. Ruggles read an account by a 
twelfth century writer of the young 
womanhood of that time, in which he 
lamented their lack of maidenly mod- 
esty and complained of how shame-

HE CALLS SCOUTS CRIME FOE 


Attacks Education In England ‘as 
Teaching Selfishness and Ex- 
treme Individualism. 


More than 2,000 Scoutmasters and 
other volunteer leaders attended a din- 
ner in honor of Sir Robert Baden 
Powell, founder. of the Boy Scout 
movement, at the Hotel Commodore 
last might. Scout” buglers sounded 
flourishes in salute to Sir Robert, who 
holds the rank of Lieutenant General, 
and welcomed him to the place of honor 
on the daig, with ‘‘Hail to the Chief."’ 

As a further testimonial Sir Robert 
received a silvér wrist watch, the gift 
of the organization.

Praise Scouts as Crime Foe. 

Sir Robert received an ovation when 
he arose to speak after being intro- 
duced by Charles Dana Gibson, tod@st- 
master. Outstanding in his address 
was his discussion of the Boy Scout 
movement as ‘‘one of the greatest 
forces. counteracting the selfishness 
which characterizes modern educa- 
tion.” He alse spoke of the Scouts as 
the enemies of crime and the safe- 


guard of the nation. 

Attacking modern education in Eng- 
land as developing selfishness and ex- 
treme individualism, Sir Robert de- 
clared the schools taught the students 
to think too much of their own ac- 
complishments, their prowess in win- 
ning prizes, rather than stressing their 
service to others. 

“If the students learned more about 
serving others while they are getting 
their education,” he continued, ‘‘we 
would find less of greed and graft 
among them as adults in later life.” 

The cure for this evil, Sir Robert 
said, lay with the teaching of such 
principles as those fostered by the 
Scout movement. 

Sir Robert then told how the youth 
of England, owing to the World War, 
had been growing up without the coun- 
cil of their fathers and elder brothers. 
The scout masters, he said, should be 
the big brothers to the boys who are 
growing to manhood and ‘“‘fill in the 
chinks of practical and idealistic work 
in the educational program | of the 

youth. -. 

Touching: on world patriotism, ser- 
vice to mankind and peaceful relations 
between nations, as against develop- 
ment in individual 1 nations, which he 
characterized as ‘‘only narrow pa- 
triotism,”’ Sir Robert continued: 

“You must develop your national as- 
pirations to such an extent that your 
own country, not for its particular 
benefit, may advance in power in the 
world for the good of all and for the 
more general peace, happiness and 
prosperity of mankind. 

“If the World War did no other soos 
(indeed, it did mostly harm), it did, I 
think, open our eyes to the fact that 
patriotism is only a narrow patriotism 
if it confines itself -to getting to the 
top of one’s own country. We want 
to logk beyond that and see how, we 
can help in the world to bring about 
peace. 

‘“‘America already leads the way in 
‘peaceful penetration,’ not merely com- 

mercially, but Christianly; that is, in 
the matter of your hospitals, schools 
and your missions in every part of the 
globe. 

To give greater strength to the Scout 
movement, Sir Robert said he would 
devote. himself henceforth to a cieser 
union of the Scouts in the English- 

speaking countries. The other coun- 
tries look to the standards of the move- 
ment in England and in this country, 
he said, and English and American 
Scout leaders should accept this lead- 
ership. _ 

Mr. Bowman said the alert. business 
men was becoming more and more 
conscious of what the introduction of 
scouting spirit, loyalty, honesty, clean- 
liness and inspired initiative were do- 
ing for the morale of his. organization 
and the success of his endeavor. 

Daniel Carter Beard, National Scout 
Commissioner and one of its founders 
in this country, spoke of the outdoor 
life of American pioneers and said 
the principles of scouting exemplified 
this life and should always be a part 
of the national life as a means of de- 
veloping manhood. Mr. Beard referred 
to the late President Roosevelt as ‘‘ex- 
emplifying the real spirit of scouting.”’.

GERMANY’S CHANCELLOR OUT. 
The anniversary: of Field Marshal 

HINDENBURG’s inauguration as Presi- 
dent of the German Reich yesterday 
was marked by the downfall of the 


other | Luther Cabinet, together with the dis- 


closure of a “ plot’’ to establish @ dic- 
tatorship, Neither event need cause 
much surprise. Chancellor LUTHER 
had been having serious troubles dur- 
ing the last few Weeks, and his resig- 
nation: was discounted. The alleged 
coup d’état is apparently little more 
than one of the futile spasmodic at- 
tempts of reactionaries among the 
German monarchists to ‘pave the way 
for the restoration of a sovereign. The 
names of those charged with being in 
the plot are not such.as to give the 
impression that the movement was 
efther wisely prepared or widely sup- 
ported. There are undoubtedly many 
in Germany who would like to see the 
republic abolished, but most of those 
who have in the past advocated a dic- 
tatorship have shown themselves to be 
devoid of political sense. Less than 
three years ago one of the reactionary 
leaders in Munich, discussing a -pro- 
posed dictatorship, stressed the impor- 
tance of naming as Foreign Minister a 
man who would arouse the enthusiastic 
support of the American and English 
peoples, and solemnly asserted that 
Grand Admiral von Tuirprrz alone 
would fill the bill. 

The circumstances attending the 
resignation of Dr. LutHrR make it 
clear once more that there are too 
many. conflicting political currents in 
Germany for any drastic changes of 
program to be possible. It is probably 
true that those who supported the 
bill legalizing the use of the old 
imperial German colors had in mind 
the symbolical significance of the red- 
white-and-black banner and hoped 
that it would unconsciously stimulate 
anti-republican sentiment. This was 
realized. by the Socialfst elements and 
was one of thefr principal causes for 
attacking: Chancellor Lurusr so bit- 
terly for advocating the measure. 

On President HinpENBURG falls—the 
heavy task of composing the animosi- 
ties of the extremists. He is too good 
a patriot to’ become a party to any 
plot to overthrow the republic. at this 
time, but he was the candidate par 
excellence of the reactionary élements 
and is known: -to have been always 
extremely conservative. Since he has 
been in office much has been done 
to improve conditions in Germany. 
To his great prestige is no doubt due 
the .credit for: the satisfactory ad- 
justment of numerots bitter quarrels 
between various political groups.

Economic Council, before the: Central 
Council of Trade Unions last February, 
it would be extremely difficult to main- 
tain wages at the prevailing level..“The 
average wage in the building industry 
was 72 per cent. of the pre-war level. 
For unskilled labor in. the building 
materials industry the monthly wage 
ranged from 12 to 25 “chervonetz ”’ 
rubles—from 3 to 6 pre-war dollars. 
The ten-hour day prevails. In gertain 
State metal establishments the wage 
earner works seven days in the week.”

POST ‘AL RATE RELIEF| * 


| Delegation Gives Président Figures 
to Sapport Demand for Return 
to 1920 Newspaper Schedule.

WASHINGTON, . May 12.—President. 
Coolidge today received a delegation 
representing the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association, who called re- 
garding proposed legislation to change 
the postal rates. They asgured the 
President that they have no desire to 
delay adjournment of. Congress, but 
suggested that if tnere was to be any 
postal rate legislation at this session, 
the newspapers wished certain relief 
in the matter of rates. They told the 
President that newspaper mail had de- 
clined since the rates were increased 
in 1920 and that the joint committee ot 
Congress had recommended reductions 
jin some of the rates established in 1920. 

They contendei that the postoffice 
department was them $1.75 
per hundred pounds for transporting 
‘bundles of newspapers, and that the 
Government was paying the railroads 


only twelve cents a hundred pounds. 
They said the records showed‘ that 
newspaper mail, which pays the full 
second-class rate, is not only smaller 
in volume today than it was in 1920 
but also smaller than in 1912. They 
said also that the records showed fur- 
ther that this class of mail was the 
only class of mail the volume of which 
had been curtailed over a period of 
years by reason of increases in rates. 
These rates, the President was told, 
range from 125 per cent. to 600 per}. 
cent. higher than the rates which were’ 
in effect prior to 1920, and that the 
1920 rates which publishers are advo- 
cating are from 50 per cent. to 300 per 
cent. higher than the old flat rates, 
according to the distance of distribu- 
tion.

As the funeral services at the home 
began, Newburgh becante a city of 
silence, in accordance with a procia- 
mation of, Mayor Roy Spencer calling 
upon the hitizens to suspend their ac- 
tivities for a brief period. Half-masted 
flags and ciosed_ shops ‘bordered: the 
streets through Which the “small cor- 
tege finally made its way. 

Sérvices Strictly Ritualistic. 


The public service was, strictly rit- 
ualistic, and there was no eulogy. It 
opened with a reading from the Prot- 
estant Episcopal prayer.book by the 
Rev. J. Gilmore Buskill, pastor of St. 
Paul’s Episcopal Church of this city. 

A reading from. the liturgy followed, 
by the Rev. M. Seymour Purdy, pas- 
tor of the American Reformed Church 
of Newburgh, which Governor Odell 
had attended for fifty years. 

Then, in the only departure from the 
ritual, Rev. Purdy closed the service 
with. the reading of a poem ‘‘What Is 
Death?” 

In addition to Governor Smith and 
his staff, the State was represented at 
the ceremony by’ a delegation -from 
the Senate, headed by Senator John 
Knight, Republican’ Jeader,. and. a 
group'of Justices of the Supreme Court 
of the State.

Opposes His Plan.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—There was 
much talk in political circles today 
‘that President Coolidge gas deter- 
mined to use his influence as far as 
Possible to obtain two objectives—de- 
feat of farm legislation along the lines 
of the Haugen bill, and,,the adoption 
of radio control legislation which 
‘would leave supervision of that indus- 
try in the Department of Commerce. 

While it is believed that Mr. Coolidge 
would veta the Haugen bill if ‘it was 
enacted, he has not. made the definite 
statement, and the outlook appears to 
be that the test will not come, despite 
the most valiant efforts of some mem- 
bers of the farm bloc who are trying 
.to trade. with Southern Democrats for 
votes by offering amendments that 
would give direct. Ggyernment aid to 
the cotton growers.as well as the agri- 
culturists ofthe West. ; 

The President merely has expressed 
opposition to the Haugen. bill. princi- 
pally because it provides for Govern- 
ment control’ and price-fixing and in- 
volves the setting up of a revolving 
fund of $375,000,000 to. be advanced by 
the Treasury ‘to fake care of the dis- 
position of farm surpluses. The Ad- 
ministration forces. now are backing 
the Tincher bill, which probably would 
be approved by the President if cer- 

* tain modifications were made. The 
outlook appears to be for adoption and 
approval of some such legislation, or 
no farm relief legislation at all during 
the present session,’ +, 

The development-6f this situation has 
made the question of farm legislation 
a big political issue, especially as the 
supporters of the Haugen bill are 
aware that they cannot hope to round 
up the two-thirds vote necessary for 
final adoption if the President vetoes 
it. Opponents of the President are do- 
ing their utmost to get the bare ma- 
jority of votes which would place the 
‘bill before him, but, as the situation is 
working out, this does not seem prob- 
able. - 

Rumpus Over Radio Control. 

The political rumpus over the attl- 
tude of Congress toward the radio con- 
trol measures is running a close sec- 
ond to that which has been stirred 
up over the farm relief proposals. The 
House adopted legislation 
control of. radio activities, including 
broadcasting, in ‘the hands of ‘Secre- 
tary Hoover, but the-Senate Commit- 
tee haa refused to accept this, and has 
reported a bil! whieh would ‘place su- 
pervision of radio in the hands of an 
independent. commission “ under the 
control 6f “Congress. * 

There-is behind this move, it is re- 

rted, a determination by certain 

enators to keep the control of radio 
away from Secretary Hoover, because 
they are convinced that he will be a 
candidate for the nomination for Presi- 
dent in, 1928 if) Mr. Coolidge does not 
geek the nomination for himself. In 
fact, there is much talk in political 
circles.‘that the President may try to

All of the leaders 
named. are opposed to the Hau 
plan. They favor the Tincher bill, 
and it is understood will not object to 
incorporation in it of some of the pro- 
visions of the Aswell bill if by so do- 
ing affirmative action by the House 
can be had. é 
The fear was expressed that as 
things are now drifting the whole farm 
program may be defeated and it was 
decided to bring the farm question to 
a vote on Friday if possible. Further 
discussion, it was. suggested, would 
further complicate the situation. Dur- 
ing the past week Western and South- 
ern members have been bombarded 
with telegrams from agricultural or- 
ganizations urging that Congress re- 
main in stssion until a farm bill has 
been passed. 

In addition to the allotment of $75,- 
000,000 to cotton in. the cancessions 
framed at the farm bloc conference, 
it was proposed that the Haugen bill 
should be further amended to provide 
that $75,000,000 should be set aside for 
operations in corn, wheat, swine, cat- 
tle and butter, and $25,000,000 applied 
to handling the surplus of beans and 
other. vegetables and fruits. . 


Leaders Fighting Haugen Bill. 
While the proposed -$75,000,000 sub- 
sidy for cotton undoubtedly has ap- 


cotton-growing States, some of the 
party leaders are bitterly wpposed to 
the Haugen ‘bill-in.any form and are 
counseling their followers to steer clear 
of it. Represéntative Oldfield, party 
whip and Chairman of the Democratic 
Congressional Committee, gaid today 
that not to exceed forty-fivé Southern 
Democrats would vote for the Haugen 
bill under any circumstances. In view 
of the serious split on the question 
among Republicans, this would -not be 
eriough to put the Haugen bill through. 

Other important changes will be 
made in the Haugen bill before it 
comes to a vote. As it now stands 
it authorizes the President under cer- 
tain circumstances to place an embargo 
on the shipment of wheat. This pro- 
vision will be eliminated. The bill also 
will-be so changed as to provide that 
the Government agencies erected to 
administer the systenr created shall 
not buy up surpluses unless requésted 
to do so by cooperatives in given farm 


roups. : 
Both the Haugen and Aswell bills 
limit the President in naming - farm 
boards to persons identified with agri- 
cultural organizations. This limitation 
is to be removed in each instance. The 
charge has been made jhat-the two 
measures in their present form in- 
evitably would lead to political con- 
trol or, at least; too intimate supervi- 
sion by the interests directly con- 
cerned. It has béen suggested that in 
erecting agencies to represent the Gov- 
ernment in any plan of farm relief 
sanctioned by Congress the President 
should have wide latitude in making 
appointments. . ‘ 
ormer Governor Henry J. Allen: of 
Kansas criticized Congress _ bitterly

The old battleship Iowa, commanded

Her engine is started by radio. Her 
rudder is turned by radio. She can be 
stopped or her speed regulated by 
radio. Automatic devices, controlled 
by radio, can shut down her fires and 
engines.

FOR SUMMER BOUT 


Makes Deal With Rickard for 
Outdoor Fight if He Defeats 
\Berlenbach on June 10. 


TO MEET RISKO TOMORROW 


New Chicago Boxing Board Here to 
Study How New York Law Works 
—Other Boxing News.

Young Stribling, Macon’s ambitious 
light-heavyweight, was signed by Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard yesterday to a con- 
tract binding the Georgian to box for 
the Madison Square Garden promoter 
in at least one outdoor bout this Sum- 
mer in the event Stribling beats Paul 
Berlenbach for the world’s light-heavy- 
weight championship title when they 
meet at the Yankee Stadium on 
June 10. 

The move, a customary one with 
Rickard in connection with all his 
championship battles, assures the pro- 
moter of the services of Stribling, 
against an opponent whose selection 
is left to Rickard, if Stribling de- 
thrones Berlenbach. The deal throws 
up new obstacles for Jack Delaney, 
Bridgeport’s challenger, unless he con- 
sents to box for Rickard, who will have 
the whip hand in the negotiations for 
another desirable title match here. 

Delaney has refused to consider 
Rickard’s offers for a fight with Ber- 
lenbach, Pete Reilly, manager of the 
Bridgeport lad, ignored the Garden 
promoter’s overtures until the State 
Athletic Commission authorized Rick- 
ard to sign Stribling as a substitute. 
Now, if the title changes hands on 
June 10, the indications are that De- 
laney will find himself deprived of a 
title bout entirely, unless he consents 
te box for Rickard. 

Will Meet Risko Tomorrow. 

Before he tackles Berlenbach for the 
title, Stribling has an assignment on 
his hands which may prove serious 
for the Georgian. He is to fight 
Johnny Risko, Cleveland’s hard-hit- 
ting heavyweight, in the feature ten- 
round bout tomorrow night at the 
Garden. Risko made it lively for 
Berlenbach earlier this season. He 
arrived here yesterday. Stribling and 
Risko were rivals last July when 
Risko was a beginner, and on that 
occasion the Georgian had an easy 
time but Risko has improved and is 
confident’ he will surprise Stribling. 
Stribling is expected to enter the ring 
weighing about 174 pounds while Ris- 
ko’s weight will be around 187 pounds. 

In the ten-round semi-final Chick 
Suggs will tackle Johnny Brown, Eng- 
lish bantamweight champion. George 
Cook, Australian heavyweight, and 
Yale Okun are slated for the first 
ten-rounder.

DOESN’T - AWAIT DELIVERY 


Exchange Provided For In Contract 
Pacific Stock to Be Quoted Ex- 
Standard Shares—New to Wall St. 


A novel method in the issuance of 
stock of a corporation in connection 
with. the acquisition of other proper- 
ties was introduced in Wall Street yes- 
terday. The procedure in question was 
in conhe ‘tion with the issuance of cer- 
tificates of the new Stahdard Oil Com- 
pany or California, the Delaware cor- 
poration, which recently absorbed the 
Pacific Oil Company. 

Many Wali Street. firms and stock- 


hiders of Pacific Oil found in their 


mail yesterday the new certificates of 
the Standard OU Company of Call- 
fornia. Bome of those who held stock 
in the Pacific Oil Company were sut- 
prised at receiving these certificates as 
they had delivered nothing in ex- 
change. An inquiry brought to light 
that the Standard Oi) officials had de- 
livered the certificates to eliminate all 
possibility of any Pacific Oil stock- 
heider holding out for @ higher price. 
In some mergérs of recent years, it 
Wa. pointed out, One er two stock- 
holders had held out their stock for 


higher prices, thus preventing the 
company, planning to absorb other 
properties, from getting a full 100 per 
cent. ownership. : 

In the Standaré-Pacifie Oil metger, 
under the ¢ontract adopted, the Pa- 
cific Oil Corporation is still in exiat- 
ence and the Standard Oil Company «f 
California is operatiig the properties 
which it acquired from the ifie 
Company. 

The contract called for the delivery 
of all the physical assets of the Paci- 
fic Oil Company, including refineries, 
producing properties, &c. This prop- 
erty was turned over on Jah. 1, 1926. 
The: remaining assets of the Pacific 
Company, which included its hold- 
ings of Associated Oil stock, were dis- 
tributed on a pro fata basis to Paci- 
fie Oi) stockholdérs, and in addition a 
speeial dividend of $3 a sharé was de- 
clarfed. Following this distribution, 
all that remained for, the Pacifie Oil 
stockholders was to recéivé one share 
of thé stock of Stahdard Oil Company 
of California ahd their poftion of any 
other assets which the Pacifie Oi!

Before and After the Strike. 


There was a great’deal of comment 
in Wall Street yesterday on the fact 
that the stock markét looked just about 
the same after the British strike had 
been settled as it did when the tie-up 
was at its height.

Although the statement does not dis- 
close with what interests the corpora- 
tion made the contract. to buy United 
Light stock, it is understood that these 
interests were represented in the trans- 
action by ‘Howe, Snow & Bertles, a 
brokerage house which has in the past 
participated in’ offerings of United 
Tight stock. 

The statement, which is signed by 
Alfred A. Cook, an attorney who was 
called into the case by agreement of 
both sides, indicates the reason for Mr. 
Hulswit’s cancellation of his holdings 
as follows: 

‘‘Although impressed, erroneously in 
my opinion, with the view that, as 
President of the American States Se 
curities Corporation, he. had full power 
and authority to deal for and in behalf

ROCK ISLAND’S PLANS

Commerce Commission Overrales 
Atchison’s Argument Against 
_ Operation in Texas. 


Approval by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commisgion of a proposal to 
construct a railroad 145 miles long from 
A. arillo, Texas, to Liberal, Kan., was 
construed by officials of the Rock Is- 
land Railroad here yesterday as.a vic- 
tory in their fight with the Atchison 
Railroad for oil traffic. The estimated 
cost exceeds $7,000,000. 

The proposal of the Rock Island was 
opposed by the Atchison on the ground 
that the Rock Island, which is not 
chartered in Texas, is prohibited by 
State laws from building or operating 
that portion of the new line which 
would be in Texas, and that there is 
nothing in the existing law conferring 
authority on one corporation to make 
application in behalf of another not 
yet created.
